American bought the stock, Impertal’s gross receipts were sworn to be $300,- 
431.68. If the usual operating expenses for such properties at that time—75 
per cent—are deducted-from these gross receipts, an amount is left which is 
barely sufficient to Meet interest on the bonded indepbtedness at 5 per cent, 
leaving nothing whatever for the stock.

Pushing the door she found 
Mrs. Pauline Brenner lying across a 
table and Jacob Brenner, the husband, 
leaning over her and tugging at a rope 
around her neck in an evident attempt 
to strangie her to death. 

When he saw Mrs. Cohen he desisted. 
With her free hand she then grabbed 


Brenner by the hair and pulled until he 
yelled witn pain. At the same time he 
released his hold of the rope. 

Mrs. Brenner, though weak, took 
strength and, joining with her ‘plucky 
neighbor, they landed blow after blow 
upon the man. 

Brenner was arrested and taken to the 
Fifth Street Station, where he was 
locked up in default of $1000 bail.

Miss Mary Muench, Former 
School Teacher, Leaves 
Note to Politician. 





HAD BEEN ‘IN ASYLUM 


Contractor Aided Her Only in 
Business Affairs, He 
Asserts. 


Miss Marie Muench, who was found 
unconscious from the effects of carbolic 
acid in the office of Hiram Lloyd, con- 
tractor and politician, early Saturday 
morning, died at 1 p. m. Saturday at the 
City Hospital. 

She rallied somewhat during the morn- 
ing, but never eee consciousness 
nor spoke a word. 

Two men, apparently in a state of ex- 
citement, called at the City Hospital 
during the morning and asked to see 
Miss Muench. The physicians in charge 
refused their request and they departed 
without leaving their names. One was 
a stout, light-haired, smooth-faced man. 
The other was small, dark, and both 
were well dressed. 

She left a note in which she addressed 
Lloyd as ‘“‘sweetheart.’’ and asked that 
he bury her in a white dress. 

Mr. Lloyd says that while he 
knew Miss Muench, ne merely had 
aided her in straightening out her busi- 
ness affairs when her nervous condi- 
tion made it impossible for her to at- 
tend to them. 

Found by a Scrubwoman, 

Miss Muench was found by Mary Pro- 
bert, a scrubwoman. She was lying be- 
tween the outer office and the private 
office of Mr. Lloyd. By her side was 
a valise containing a bankbook, toilet 
articles and a note. 

The note she left read: 

Dear Mr Lloyd—Please see to it 
that I am properly buried. I have 
an account at the bank, the balance 
of which will properly bury me. The 
balance is $248. As to the burial out- 
fit, I leave that to you. I have a 
white dress in my trunk, of which 
find the keys in my satchel, to bury 
me in. I have some articles, a trunk 
and two barrels, at 3963 West Belle 
place. These I leave for you to see 
to, as you have always attended to 
matters for me. 

Asks His Forgiveness. 

Please forgive me for taking my 
life, but I cannot endure suffering 
any longer. My sickness has caused 
me to be a nervous wreck. Try as I 
will I find it impossible to do any- 
thing. My nerves have completely 
given way. If I only take a trip 
dewntown I am a wreck when I get 
back and suffer so I can hardly 
stand it. 

I leave everything, ell my belong- 
ings, to the care of you. I am at 
present stopping at 620 North Spring 
avenue, and have a large truvk 
there. 

Forgive me, sweetheart, but noth- 
ing but untold torture could compel 
me to do this act. I want to die near 
you. Think of me wnen I am gohe 
and I hope and pray that you may 
hereafter be happy.

Lloyd Unnerved by Tragedy. 

Mr. Lloyd knew nothing of the trag- 
edy until 19 a. m. Saturday when, at his 
home, he called his office by telephone 
to give instructions about making out 
the weekly payroll of his employes. His 
stenographer then told him of what had 
occurred. He was shocked. His wife 
noticed his agitation and asked him 
what was the matter. He told her. 

When he reached his office at 11 a. m. 
he was in a nervous condition that bor- 
dered on hysteria. He was reticent to 
talk about the case to a reporter for the 
Post-Dispatch. He did declare that his 
relations with the woman had been ef a 


business nature. 
“This is the most dreadful thing 


that ever happened,” he. said as he 
paced his office. 

“Here I have lived almost all my 
life, in and out of public office, and at 
the head of a large business, and there 
never has been anything against my 
character. 

“It means nothing that this woman 
tried to kill herself in my office, noth- 
ing at all, except that last night the 
door of the office was left open and 
she, a demented woman, got in here 
and did this thing.

MONITOR STAYS 
LOAT DESPITE 
TORPEDO SMASE 


New Bulkhead Withstands 
Powerful Projectile, Trav- 
eling on a Wire. 








NORFOLK, Va., June 13.—As a test of 
the effectiveness of a new bulkhead, the 
United States monitor Florida early, to- 
day was torpedoed with the most pow- 
erful Whitehead torpedo made, 

The projectile was fired from the tor- 
pedo boat Morris, anchored close by the 
Florida as she lay in shallow water. 

The monitor did not sink. The trial 
was satisfactory. The ship was serious- 


ly, but not vitally damaged, and the in- 
jury done is said to be largely localized. 
Further tests are unnecessary. 

Officers and Men at Posts, 

The test was dramatic and spec- 
tacular in the extreme. Just as in 
actual war, every officer and man of 
the Florida’s crew remained on board 
ship. The naval officers who super- 
intended the test also were on board. 

To prevent any danger of deflection 
of the line of flight of the torpedo, 
which sometimes happens, owing to a 
disarrangement of the automatic mech- 
anism by which it operates, it was sent 
along a trolley wire connecting the float 
with the monitor. 

The torpedo hit the Florida a terrible 
blow and immediately the waters foam- 
ed and pieces of steel flew through the 
air. The flying steel from the torpedo 
showed that the bulkhead repelled the 
torpedo, saving the ship from destruc- 
tion.

FRANKFORT, Ky., June 13.—Caleb Powers, former Repub — 
lican Secretary of State, and Jim Howard, who were convicted of — 
complicity in the assassination of Gov. William Goebel, were 
pardoned unconditionally by Gov. Augustus E. Willson today. — 
Powers was tried four times, the last trial resulting in a disagreée- = 


ment, 


Gov. Willson is a Republican. 


Howard was serving a life sentence 
in the Penitentiary undef conviction for 
the killing, while Powers was tried re- 
peatedly as an accessory. 

Howard Pians to Preach, 

Howard was notified at the Peniten- 
tiary at once and prepared to take off 
his stripes. He was delighted, but main- 
tained the composure that has marked 
him. He will probably go to Louisville 
to visit friends for a time and may take 
up work as a prison evangelist. 

Powers, when called to the telephone 
in the Georgetown Jail, informed by a 
long-distance message from here of the 
pardon, said: 

“I cannot express by appreciation to 
my friends throughout the country. I 
will write out in full some time during 
the day what I wish to say. It is due 
to the people that I am; free, and I 
thank them most heartily. 

“The people of the country sent me 
money to fight the ‘blood fund’ appro- 
priated by the Legislature to hang some 
man for Goebel’s murder, be he inno- 
cent or guilty, and the fire has been 
centered upon me. 

‘They contributed liberally to a great 
defense fund, or else I would never have 
been freed. They also urged my pardon 
after they found the courts would not 
give me a fair trial. 

May Run for Legislature. 

As to the future, I have not made up 
my mind. fF shall at first seek a cli- 
mate in which I may be able to regain 
my health, for this long confinement 
has almost killed me. I will then most 
likely enter the practice of law. 

‘Will I run for the Legislature? That 
depends upon the demands of my party.” 

Powers, as he walked out of Jail, was 
but a shadow. He can scarcely walk 
a block without fatigue. 

Gov. Goebel was assassinated in Janu- 
ary, 1900. Caleb Powers was arrested 
March 10 of that year, on a charge of 
complicity in the crime. The fatal shot 
was supposed to have come from a win- 
dow in his office. He was tried four 
times, being sentenced to life imprison- 
ment thrice and to death once; the 


‘date for his execution being fixed. 


The Kentucky Court of Appeals re- 
versei the findings of the lower State 
courts after all of the first three trials. 

Before the assassination, Goebel, who 
was a State Senator, and had been de- 
feated by Taylor for the governorship, 
was making desperate use of his dic- 
tatorial political strength to have him- 
self declared Governor. The vote had 
been against him. So had his own Elec- 
tion Board. Gov. Taylor had won on 
the face of the returns. 

When it seemed likely that the Legis- 
lature would seat Goebel, Caleb Powers 
brought to Frankfort a regiment ot 
armed men from his mountain district. 
They returned before an armed clash 
resulted. 

Powers Not Present. 

Powers set out for the capitol with 

a peaceful body of petitioners Jan. 10. 


down in Captol Square. He lived bare 
long enough to receive the Gov 
ship from the Legislature and to insure 
the succession of J. C. W. Beckham, who 
continued Governor until this year. 
Powers has been fighting with a hal- 
ter around his neck for eight years. 
During ali that time he has lain largely 
in the power of his political opponents, 
the peg d ~ Bs vl who were en- 
aged in prosecut!

CHICAGO, June 13.—Tremendous in- 
terest is felt in the selection of the 
membership of the Resolutions Commit- 
tee, which is to put together the plat- 
form on which the Republican party is 
to stand in the coming campaign. 

There are three propositions contained 
in the proposed platform, as drafted by 
the Taft forces, upon which there is 
a determined fight. They are: 

The anti-injunction plank. 

The proposition that railroads must 
secure the consent of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission before they can 
increase their indebtedness, through the 
issuance of new stocks or bonds. 

Amendments to the Sherman anti-trust 
law which will differentiate between 
those corporations which are “unreason- 
able’ and those which are “reasona- 
ble” in their restraint of trade, and, at 
the same time, will relieve labor or- 
ganizations from some of. the operations 
of the existing law. 


Taft Men Hope to Control. 

The Taft people hope to control the 
Committee and to write the planks on 
these subjects in thelr own way, but 
the opposition is working tooth and nail 
t> secure the selection of representa- 
tives from each delegation, who will 
either vote for the rejection'of these 
planks entirely or at least see to it 
that the party declarations on these 
matters are so mild that they will not 
alarm the conservative business ele- 
ments of the party. Every delegation, 
as it arrives, is being carefully can- 
vassed with this end in view and al- 
ready there is a series of pretty little 
fights in progress. 

The most bitter contest just at pres- 
ent is over the anti-injunction propos!- 
tion. Although willing to include in the 
platform the Choate-Bliss plank, declar- 
ing confidence in the Federal judiciary, 
the administration forces want to at/ 
tach to it a declaration against the is- 
suance of injunctions, except upon due 
notice, and after a ‘hearing to both 
sides; also that appeals from such court 
rulings must. be heard by a different 
Judge than he who issued the injunc- 
tion. 

Destruction Is Desired. 

To this, the conservatives urge, must 
be added a restriction excepting cases 
of emergency, pointing out that if five 
days must intervene before the issue of 
an injunction, irreparable damage might 
be done, property rights destroyed and 
a fundamental attribute of the courts 
taken away. 

The advocates of the proposition reply 
that a modified plank of this kind 
would be unsatisfactory to labor ane 
would, in fact, be merely an affirmation 
of the existing powers of the courts. 

The fight is being pushed along by 
Gompers and his associates, one the one 
side, and by J. Van Cleaveof the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers on 
the other. There is a growing convic- 
tion that in the end it will be decided 
that the easiest and best way out of 
the difficultty will be to drop the plank 
entirely and say nothing about it. 


Government Control Contest. 


The proposed extension of government 
control over railroad securities is also 


being contested most bitterly, the argu- | 


ment being made that it would neces- 
sarily involve a revaluation of the rail- 
roads by the Goernment and a long step 
toward government ownership... 

Tentative propositions .which have 
been made regarding declarations as to 
amendments of the Sherman law seem. 
to be satisfactory only to the individ- 
vals who have submitted them. It is 
admittedly a difficult problem to handle, 
and it is anticipated that in the end the 
committee will be content to make a 
very general declaration on the subject, 
avoiding specific and possibly Ganget- 
ous details.

HOUSE AGREE ON 
UTILITIES BILL 


Both Branches of Assembly 
Will Get the Measure 
Next Friday. 








All points of difference between the 
House of Delegates and the Council, re- 
specting the number, duties, compensa- 
tion and appointment of public service 


commissioners, have been adjusted by 
the joint committee which has been 
working on a utilities bill. 

A bill will be introduced next Friday 
in each branch of the Municipal Assem- 
bly. It will authorize a commission of 
five, two of whom shall be appointed by 
the Council, two by the House of Dele- 
gates and one by the Mayor. The Coun- 
cil will confirm the nominees of the 
House and the House will approve those 
of the Council. The Mayor's appoint- 
ment will be confirmed by me Council 
in the usual way. 

The commissioners will serve for two 
years, will take an oath of office, may 
be removed by trial before the Muntdi- 
pal Assembly, must be qualified voters 
and residents ef the city and free from 
pecuniary connection with any public 
service concern.: 

Experts to Aasist, 

In making its investigations of rates 
and service on the part of public utility 
corporations the commission will have 
the assistance of experts, who are to re- 
ceive not more than $10,000 a year, a sec- 
retary and such additional employes as 
are found necessary. An appropriation, 
of, $25,000 will be carried in the bill to 
mer the: commission's expenses for the 
first year. 


r All the hearings and sesgions of the 
commission are to be open to the public 
and its records are to be accessible at 


all times. 

To insure the attendartce of the wit- 
nesses and the production of books and 
records the commission will be clothed 
with whatever power can be delegated 
by the Municipal Assembly. The City 
Marshal will be empowerd to serve the 
commission's processes. 


Watve Compensation 
At Friday's meeting of the joint com- 


mittee, Delegates Hussey and Tirre, rep- 
resenting their branch of the Assembly, 
waived compensation fér the commis- 
sioners, after first demanding a provis- 
‘ton for salares of $2000 for each of them, 

On Hussey’s motion it was decided to 
include in the bill a clause permitting 
either house to fill a vacancy left by the 
resignation, death or remove! of any of 
ite appointees. The Mayor will have 
the same authority. 

City Counselor Bates, George €. Hitch- 
cock and other leading attorneys will 
study the bill before its introduction, to 
guarantee its legality. 

The bill, which will serve as the basis

tered nominal capitalization of $10,- 
000,000 and a like amount in bonds. 
The scheme of consoridation, as shown 
by the testimony in the Morgan Jones 
case, was submitted March 24, 1902, at 
a meeting of the Citizens’ company, and 
it is afurther fact that the consoll- 
dation agreement and other legal docu- 
ments covering the transfers were pre- 
pared by North American's attorneys, 
Sullivan & Cromwell. of New York. 
Breckenridge Jones’ description of the 
transaction, taken from his testimony 
in the Morgan Jones case, is as follows: 
‘In arriving at the consolidation 
and. getting to a basis of- equal 
values as between ourselves, it 
was absolutely an arm's-length 
transaction. _We. were trying to 
get, of course, aS much for our 
property as we could. We knew 
that they (North American) had 
paid.in cash something like $700,- 
000 for the stock of the Imperial 
—we never knew exactly—it was 
something in that neighborhood, 
subject to those bonds; and we 
thought our property was of equal 
value, because we had it and had 
financed it up to a point where 
we found it was outgrowing us, 
and was going to be so much big- 
ger, and would require so much 
more money than we could pt in, 
we began to look for some place 
where we could get out. And we 


in that, because we thought they 
could finance the situation. 


“And we underwrote the bonds 
and it ended ultimately just as 
we intended. They did finance it, 
and those bonds were sold to N. 
W. Harris & Co. The bonds that 
we had underwritten were ulti- 
mately sold to N. W. Harris & 
Co., and we got our money back 

.- in that way. 

“There was to be $10,000,000 of 
bonds. Four million of bonds 
were underwritten in the way I 
have just described, leaving $6,00,- 
000 to be subsequently sold for the 
development pf the property. 
There were $2,000,000 of preferred, 
of which they got $1,000,000, and 
we got $1,000,000. That left $8,000,- 
000 common. Of the $8,000,000 of 
common, $700,000 went, $350,000 to 
them and $350,000 to us. Four 
million of the stock went with the 
$4,000,000 of bonds, leaving $3,300,- 
000 which was trusted for the 
company, thus accounting for the 
whole $8,000,000 of stock.”’

In the Post-Dispatch’s complete story of the 
organization of the electric light, power and gas 
monopoly of the North American Co. two facts 
of paramount importance bearing on the neces- 
sity of regulation were brought to light. These 
facts were: 

1. The corporation has a complete copoly 
of all electric light, gas, power and conduit 
franchises. It controls all the plants and 
franchises of all the corporations which have 
sold electricity and gas in St. Louis. It owns 
practically all the available conduit space in 
the principal streets and a blanket conduit 
franchise which enables it to lay subways, 
pipes and wires in any part of the city. 
Competition is therefore difficult if not im- 
possible. 

2. Beyond the bonds to the amount of 
$15,000,000, which represents the full value 
of the plants and equipment, there is stock 
to the amount of $9,885,000 on Union Elec- 
tric alone, upon which an annual dividend of 
6 per cent is paid. The stock is surplus value, 
the dividends of which must be paid by con- 
sumers of electricity.. The company has the 
power to increase its bonds and stocks as 
the franchise values increase, thus placing 
additional burdens upon the public. 

3. There is no restriction on the rates of 
the Union Electric and no regulation of its 
conditions of service. It has the power to 
impose what rates and condttions t€ chooses. 
The. facts published by the Post-Dispatch are 
embodied in testimony given in the suit of Mor- 
gan Jones against the Missouri Edison. They 
are statements of the men who organized the mo- 
nopoly. They told freely how corporation after 
corporation was absorbed by the North American 
and what monopolistic advantages it enjoyed. 
Large profits were made on every deal and on 
the final gigantic merger they were turned into 
watered securities which the consuming public 
are compelled to make profitable. The doubling 
of the company’s earnings since 1903 and the in- 
crease of its earnings by $487,000 since the new 
schedules went into effect indicate the use to 
which the monopoly corporation is putting its 
power to dictate terms. 

The regulation of these merged monopo- 
lies for the protection of citizens is impera- 
tive. The Public Utility Commission should 
be created and equtpped for work at once so 
that fair regulation of rates and conditions 
of service may be realized at the earliest pos- 
sible date.

THE CITY PRINTING. 


From the St. Louis Mirror. 

Whil@ there’s such a mess over "the alleged goug- 
ing of the city by the combine of the German papers 
to raise the rate per line for the official printing of 
the city, it is not impertinent to ask why the advertis- 
ing in question should not be printed as well in Gae- 
lic, Greek, Polish or Hebrew. There was a time when 
there was justification, possibly, for official advertis- 
ing in German, but that time has passed. The Ger- 
man papers are not read as they were in St. Louis. 
The Germans read the English papers. The leading 
German publishing concern has retogniz and em- 
phasized this by founding an English @aily, the 
Times. There is no more need for publishing the city 
records in German than for the teaching of German 
in the public schools, that was abandoned long ago. 
Why, indeed, should the official proceedings of mu- 
nicipal badies be printed in even the English papers? 
Such matter only increases the dullness of the paper 
printing it. The benefit of its printing is only known 
to contractors and realty agents and prospective bid- 
ders upon supplies for the institutions. The city 
should start an official paper of its own, like the city 
Record of New York City, and make those who need 
the information it contains, subscribe for it. The rev- 
enue would amount to something. Now, the printing 
of the proceedings is only an expense and a rather 
heavy one, that grows heavier year by year as the 
space of established newspapers grows more valuable. 
The cost of this printing to the city is, of course, a 
goodly item to some paper that “‘needs the money,” 
but the city is not in business to make money for 
newspapers, prosperous or otherwise. The larger 
newspapers don't waht the contract. In the case of 
smaller papers, the publicity sought is not secured. 
The printing of the official matter in a foreign lan- 
guage is plainly a waste of money, because it is un- 
necessary and the dictate of economy is that the city 
should print its own official paper, da make it pay 
for itself. instead of paying large sims to various 
dailies and getting from the expenditure absolutely 
nothing.

BUFFALO BILL’S CAMP FIRE. 
“June 13—June 13! Isn’t it the 13th?” 
asked the Colonel. ‘‘I thought so. For- 
ty years ago today I had the most 
thrilling adventure of my career. I was 
hunting buffalo in Western Kansas. We 
had been following the herd for a week 
and had ranged pretty well into the 
Comanche country. One morning the 
chase carried me some ten miles from 
camp, and I discovered after a bit that 
I was alone. It was fool business to be 
alone in that country just then. I start- 
ed for camp, but I hadn’t gone more 
than a quarter of a mile when a band 
of warwhoops came over a_ ridge 
not more than a half mile to the left. 
They saw me as soon as I saw them, 
and we were off. I had been chasing 
buffalo with my horse, and hé was not 
altogether fresh; but at that he cov- 
ered the first mile as fast as anything 
after him. Beyond that distance the 
redskins picked me up 1&pidly. When 
they got within 200 yards of me, alf the 
horses were pretty tired. My own was 
all in, and I could have run almost as 
fast as he was going. The Indian ponies 
were a little fresher, but mighty little. 
I hed to do something pretty quick. 

“A bullet whistled past, and it gave 
me an idea. I would change mounts. 
The plains were covered with buffalo— 
some of the bunches having thousands 
in them, and others as few as twenty or 
thirty. There was a small bunch close 
on my left. I spurred my horse into 
them, and leaped to the back of a young 
bull. I had singled him out as the best 
runner in the bunch. He dashed off 
with his tail in the air, and the Indians 
came after him as tight as they could 
gallop. Every timé he slowed up I gave 
him the rowels. The Indians saw they 
were outwitted, for their tired ponies 
were no match for the young bull. But 
they had their wits about thém—they 
mounted some more bulls.’’ 

The great frontiersman laughed with 
the gusto of amusing reminiscence. 

“Well,” he‘said, “I imagine that what 
happened then made about the funniest 
spectacle that ever anybody saw. None 
of us could guide his buffalo. All we 
could do was to sit on tight and shoot. 
But a buffalo pitches worse than a 
broncho.

A new edition of the Encyclopedia of Social Reform, edited by W. D. P. 
Bliss, is a most valuable addition to economic and political literature. The 
volume, comprising some 1300 pages, contains articles historical and explana- 
tory of all economic questions by writers whose names guarantee both ac- 
curacy and impartiality. Although it is called an encyclopedia ‘of social re- 
form, it is neither partisan nor superficial, but grave, temperate and un- 
biased. The student can obtain clear, condensed statements of economic hia- 
tory, doctrine and tendency, with bibliographical references to all the lead- 
ing economic words of authority on ‘both sides of the questions. Agriculture 
occupies 25 closely printed large octavo pages. The doctrines and designs of 
anarchism are set forth in 11 such pages. Articles on banks and banking, 
currency, etc., occupy some 50 pages, being a complete view of the subject of 
money and currency. Railways and railway problems have 25 pages. Articles 
on labor unions, strikes, arbitration, the tariff, gocialism, etc., will enable any 
reader to pursue those subjects through the labyrinth of discussion without 
losing the clew or missing Me real points at issue. In short, the work is in- 
,uluable as a reference book for all who are interested in politico-economic 
progress. It is indispensabie to ail who would do any systematic study. (Funk 
& Wagnallis.) 


Bible stories and stories of Jewish holidays entertainingly told by Emily 
Solis-Cohen Jr. have been gathered in a volume under the name “David, The 
Giant Killer.” The stories are supposed to be told by Grandma Lopez to her 
grandchildren and the grandma is very popular with the little ones because she 
tells so well, so interestingly, so simply and so pleasantly. The volume is gotten 


up in a way which gives the impression of a book filled with fairy tales. On

NEW WORK, June 13.—The Evening 
Post in its financial review says: 

“Although the banks did not report, 
the full $13,000,000 cash gain indicated 
yesterday, the actual figures showed an 
increase of more than $10,000,000, vith an 
addition of $7,397,075 to surplus account, 
eliminating public deposits from other 
deposits. The loan increase of $8,453,- 
100 reflected the borrowings by subscrib- 
ers to the Union Pacific loan operation 
which undoubtedly was an important 
factor in the $11,331,700 expansion shown 
by the non-reporting State banks and 
trust companies. Those institutions it 
showed also added $6,000,000 to cash hold- 
ings. The bank exhibit as a whole, 
however, was exceptionally strong. 

“The stock market revived in the last 
hour of trading and most of the active 
shares closed at net advances for the 
day, the movement of prices, however, 
irregular much of the time, and during 
the .rst hour declines of from % to 2 
points were general throughout the list. 
Some of the heaviest selling was in St. 
Paul, Union Pacific, Reading, Amalga- 
mated Copper, Northern Pacific and 
Smelting shares. 

The new Union Pacific bonds were dealt 
in on the Stock Exchange in the un- 
listed department, opening at the sub- 
scription price, 9% and then advanced 
to 95% and later reacted to 95%, yes- 
terday’s closing figure on the curb. 
The whole list held firm toward the 
last, and, just before the close the 
market sold at the highest level of the 
day. 

“Wall Street would not be Wall 
Street if it allowed a presidential 
nominating convention to pass by with- 
out being jin some way agitated by it.

CHICAGO GRAIN 
MARKETS IN BRIEF 


CHICAGO, June 13.—The increasing 
seriousness of the winter wheat harvest 
situation In the Southwest and higher 
foreign markets resulted in a further 
bulge In wheat prices here. Corn made 
a very brief show of strength early. 
It was speedily followed by a stiff 
break, due to pressure from leading 
cash grain interests. 


Liberal uptourns in all important for- 
eign markets tended to strengthen the 
bullish sentiment caused by very un- 
favorable climatic conditions through- 
out the winter wheat belt, and future 
prices scored good gains in Saturday’s 
short session. The close was %c to 1%c 
higher for the day. 

There were continued rains in a large} | 
part of the Southwest and very dis- 
couraging reports were received. It is 
stated that In many sections the wheat 
is wholly ripe and falling with the prob- 
ibility that harvesters can not get to 
work for a week or two owing to the 
flooded condition of the fields. These 
reports embraced a wide area, and 
caused very bullish sentiment in the 
pit. 

The large operators were very gen- 
erally on the long side and anxious to 
protect their holdings, 
good general buying resulting from the 
strong foreign market, Initial prices 
showed unusually large gains. The first 
sale of July was 1%4@%c above Fri- 
day’s close. Liverpool cables closed 1d 
to 15%d higher, Berlin 1%c higher, and 
Budapest 3%c higher, short covering on 


unfavorable conditions in foreign coun~ } 


tries being general abroad. 

After the initial bulge there was a 
tendency towards profit taking among. 
the longs and a good recession from the 
higher levels was suffered, the reaction 
being checked, however, when some of 
the large and influential traders —be- 
gan buying on a liberal scale.

Abend Anzeiger Now Willing 
to Do City Printing 18 Per 
Cent Below Its Bid. 


BURDEN ON TAXPAYERS 





Judgment ifi Council’s Case 
Against German Papers 
Seems Confessed. 





The temporary publication of the 
city’s advertising in German pending 


will be done by the Abend Anzeiger at 

the rate of 5.75 cents a line. This is a 
decrease of 1.25 cents a line, or 18 per 
cent, from the bid that paper submit- 
ted June 9, in the competition for the 
annual contract. 

The rejection of that proposal by the 
City Council, after a public hearing at 
which John Sehroers, secretary .and 
general manager of the German-Amer- 
ican Press Association, stood on his 
“dignity”’ and refused to answer ques- 
tions, necessitated the negotiation of a 
new contract. 

City Register Regan has readvertised 
for bids in all the German and English 
newspapers, although the English con- 
tract has been awarded to the Star and 
Chronicle ona basis of 2.85 cents a line. 
As the Charter requires that the adver- 
tisement shall appear for ten consecu- 
tive days, a mew contract could not be 
undertaken before June 15, when the 
present contract with the Abend Anzei- 
ger will expire. 

Proves Own Price Is Excessive. | 

The ‘bid of the Abend Anzeiger for 
the temporary printing is at the same 
rate at which that paper received the 
contract @ year ago, and every year 
since 1901. The fact that the Anzeiger 
is willing to take the temporary con- 
tract—which means the use of a much 
smaller amount of its space—at 6.75 
cents a line, while at the same time de- 
manding 7 cents a line for the publi- 
cation of between 340,000 and 360,000 
lines under the permanent contract, in- 
dicates to officials at the City Hall 
that the larger price is excessive. 

The argument is that, if the Anzeiger 
is able to undertake the public printing 
in German at a profit for a short per- 
iod, in greatly smaller quantities and 
at a decrease of 1.25 cents a line, com- 
pared with its bid for the permanent 
contract, the paper was endeavoring 
to take an undue advantage of the city 
when it asked 7 cents each for 350,000 
lines, 

Judgment in Case Confessed. 

It is generally conceded that the rate 
might justly be a shade higher under 
a temporary, than under a permanent 
contract, extending over a year and 
contemplating the publication of a 
large amount of advertising. It is felt 
that in reducing their price from 7 
cents, their bid of June 9, to &75, their 
bid of Friday, the publishers of the 
Anzeiger have confessed judgment in 
the case which the Council made 
against them a week ago when the ex- 
cessive bid was rejected, 

It is significant that the Amerika did 
not compete for the temporary contract. 
The field was left entirely to the West- 
liche-Post and the Anzeiger, both owned 
by the German-American Press Associa- 
tion. . 

The Westliche-Post’s bid was 8 cents 
a line, the same as that which it sub- 
mitted June 9 and which it has submit- 
ted every year since 1901. The Amerika’s 


‘bid June 9 was 10 cents a line—a figure 


which it has named for the last ten 
years. 
German Paper Combine Sought. 

When the annual contract for print- 
ing the city’s advertising in Germen was 
let by City Register Regan, June 9, 
the City Council’s Committee on Ways 
and Means decided to investigate the 
charge that the Anzeiger’s exorbitant 
bid was the result of a combination 
among the German papers. Acting 
Chairman Hauschulte called a public 
hearing and ‘notified the proprietors of 
the Westliche-Post and the Anzeiger and 
the Amerika to attend and enlighten the 
committee as to why their bids had not 
varied, until this year, since 1901. 

John Schroers of the German-Amert- 
can Press Association appeared, but an- 
nounced that his “‘dignity’’ would not 

ermit him to answer the committee’s 
questions. This followed the commit- 
tee’s refusal to exclude reporters and 
spectators and grant him the opportun- 
ity to talk in secret. 

Shock No. 2 to Dignity. 

This was another shock to his “dig- 
nity,” to preserve which he withdrew 
from the hearing without informing the 
public why his paper wanted 1.25 cents 
a line more for publishing the city’s ad- 
vertising this year than last, and 4.23 
cents a line more than the Star and 
Chronicle asked for doing a like amount 
of printing in English. 

The permanent contract for the Ger- 
man printing will be let June 22, pro- 
vided the German papers make reason- 
able proposals. If they don’t, Council- 
man Crunden and other members of the 
Council declare they again will reject 
the award and require another letting. 
This will be the procedure, Councilman 
Crunden says, until the city is treated 
fairly.
